May it Ple\se Your Excellency, — 

This is my Fourth Report upon Schools of the Salvation Army. From a com- 
parative statement it will be observed that there was an increase of one school and 
one teacher- -that the total attendance for the year was 128 less than last year, bu t 
that the average attendance was somewhat improved. The twenty-two schools given 
in the tables do not represent all the work established. There were also thirteen 
other schools conducted by this denomination, under ungraded teachers, mostly in 
remote and isolated sections. These had an attendance of 234 for the year, making 
a total of 1,344, a nett increase of 106 for 1906. See Table A.

Of the twenty-six teachers employed in schools under the four Boards of 
Education, three were males and twenty-three were females. Of the former, one 
held a Second and two a Third Grade, while of the latter, two were of First, two o 
Second, and sixteen of Third Grade. Three others were employed for six month s 
only, without a grade. At this writing there are three First Grade, nine Second 
Grade, and nineteen Third Grade teachers in charge of these schools. The ch ange » 
in the location of teachers, referred to in previous reports, have become less frequent,. 
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to the advantage of scholars and teachers alike, affording to the former greater 
continuity of instruction, and to the latter, opportunity to see the fruits of their 
labour. 

The training of teachers has become an important branch of the work of the 
school in Springdale Street. Four pupil teachers, indentured to the Superintendent, 
are now in attendance, and others at their own charges are preparing for the test 
that shall qualify them for future teachers. In their instruction the Principal is 
all that could be desired for one in her situation. She is competent both in respect 
of matter and method, is energetic and anxiously enthusiastic. 

Another f<igii of improvement is seen in the very creditable schools that have been 
erected during the past three years, practically withobt expense to the Board — the 
people contributing liberally in money, materials, and free manual labour. Along 
with tliis the fiirniture and equipments in these schools are improving in character 
and completeness, making the work of teaching more comfortable to teachers, and 
more attractive to pupils. 

The instruction given in these schools, with two or three exceptions, is of an 
elementary (character, confined n^ainly to ordinary subjects — the three R's, and yet 
even here there is reason for commendation in finding 338 learning Engli^ih Grammar ; 
302, Geograpljy : 137, Algebra ; 300, drawing; 151, needlework, and 115 vocal music. 
In Kxaminations of C H. E for the past year, these schools passed four Preliminary 
and six Primary. Further particulars will be given in notes on inspection. 

FINANCIAL. 

TABLE B. 

This Table shows a total income of $8,004.13, the expenditure -^,865. 70. The 
balance, in large measure, is to be applied to the erection of new school buildings, 
in Springdale Street, soon about to commence. On the side of income, $542.22 ia 
amount paid as fees by pupils, and $2/5.40 as voluntary contributions. 

On the expenditure side >53,fil4.52 was paid in salaries, S677 was paid as rents, 
-^161.71 for books and maps. 

A unique feature of this Table is found in the columns for repairs, building 
schools, and secretary's being left blank — no charge being made for any of these 
services.

INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

DISTRICT OF ST. JOHN'S. 

Board of Education. — Brigadier Glover, Chairman ; J. Badcock, 
G. Best, T. W. Cousens, A. Cook, VV. J. Cofield, A. Cummings. 

Population, l,o97. Grant, f668.5£. 

The attendance in the two schools of this District has fallen off inlboth of jits 
schools frona 264 to 208, with no reason assigned. The average attendance has fallen 
from 124 to 106. 

At Springdale Street, the school has had a year of very fair success in the 
Primary Division. Children are taught from Alphabet to Second Reader, learn 
Tables, do transcription and the elements of figures. In these subjects I found fair 
progress was being made by the forty-one present. 

In the Intermediate Division, under a male Teacher, the forty present] gave a 
good account of themselves in reading, fiom Second Book to Fourth Book, and in 
other subjects of the Time Table, viz. : ArithmeHc, Dictation, Tables and Elementary 
Geography and Grammar. 

The Senior Division I found In excellent condition under the Principal, Captain 
Mercer, S.A. Thirty-one out of thirty-eight were present, and these reflected credit 
on the Teacher and her teaching in subjects required in the three first examinations 
of C H. E. Sixteen were preparing for the Primary, eight for the Preliminary, and 
seven for the Intermediate Examinations of that Council. The order and discipline 
of this division were excellent. The four Pupil Teachers in training attend this 
school with prospect of proving valuable additions to the teaching staff of this 
denomination. 

At Livingstone Street —I found school matters progressing satisfactorily. Fifty 
pupils present, classified in Standards four to one, gave proof by their work, both oral 
and written, that their teacher had spared no pains to encourage and help them in 
their studies. The exercise, copy and drawing books were carefully supervised. 
Reading was good in all classes, Simpte Parsing and Analysis were done creditably 
by the First and Second Classes as were Newfoundland Geography and English 
History as far as Tudor Period. The room is supplied with the necessary materials 
for teaching and is fairly <jomfortable. The Registers and Log-book are well kept^ 
and the school generally is tidy and clean. 

DISTRICT OF CARBONELAR. 

Board OF Education.— Staff-Captain. Morris, Chairman; Adjt. A. 
Brown, Adjt. Hiscock, R. Pelley, S. Brown, F. C. Little, C. Janes. 

Population, 2,228. Grant, f 1,367. 64- 

Ten schools were in operation in this District during the year, with a total 
enrolment of 424 pupils, and an average attendance of 246. Adecrease of 27 has taken 
place in the number enrolled, but the average attendance has increased by 42. At 
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Carbonear the room is too small to allow the teacher to give his pupils the benefit 
of class teaching. Thirty-five pupils were present. Five in Standard Five read well, 
worked Simple Proportion and Redaction of Weights ani Measures correctly, were 
fairly well acquainted with Elementary Grammar, and the Geography of Newfound- 
land ; eight in Standard Four had just begun their studies after an absence of six 
months, thus attainments were diverse. Four in Standard Three, six in Two, and 
twelve in One, all gave promise of success. 

Scilly Cove. — The next in this District is Scilly Cove. Here I found matters had 
much improved under the direction of Miss Hubly, she has since resigned, and her 
place has been well filled by Miss Miller. 

Twenty pupils presented themselves for examination and acquitted themselves 
so creditably that I congratulated both teacher and scholars on their good work. 
One pulpil from this school passed C. H. E. Primary Examination in June, 190(). 

At Hant's Hr. — School was being kept in the Junior Hall as arrangements were not 
complete for rebuilding the school room on a more convenient site. The day of my 
visit was very stormy, so only eighteen pupils attended, and these, for the most part, 
were in the lower Standards ; very little can be said in their praise. Ensign Pitcher 
was present during examination and at the close gave the pupils some good advice. 

Dildo.— The school at Dildo had an increase of eleven in the number enrolled for 
the year, and five in the average attendance. Algebra and Drawing were inc!u<led in 
the curiculum of this school. In Arithmetic, Grammar and Geography considerable 
improvement was apparent. 

At Bonavista.— Owing to vyhooping-cough and typhoid fever the attendance at 

school fell off considerably (from sixty-three to forty-one). And with the irregular 

attendance from the above causes it was difficult to make any progress in school 
matters ; we look for better results next vear. 

Masgrave Town.— Here a new school was opened and it speaks well for its success, 
that in a few months the attendance increased from ten to tw^enty-eight. I examined 
the pupils in Keading, Writing, Dictation, Arithmetic and Composition and was 
pleased with the result. The pupils were orderly and obedient. The room, a 
temporary arrangement, was comfortable and tidy, and the teacher eager for the 
success of her pupils. For particulars of studies see Table C. 

Gooseberry Island.- -Miss Rose who taught here for a year has removed to Greens- 
pond ; her successor, Miss Fowlow, sent from the S. A. Training School, St. John's, 
had not beg^m her work when I visited this part of the district. A new, comfort- 
able school was opened for work in January, 1900. It was built at but little cost to 
the Government, the people of the locality giving freely of labour and lumber for this 
good object. The average attendance for year was forty, of these, two pupils were 
doing Standard Six work; three, Standard Five; four. Four; seven, Three; six, 
Two ; and eighteen, One. Four had made a beginning in Algebra, sixteen could 
draw^ fairly well, and twenty were learning needlework. 

At Gambo. — There was an increase of fourteen in the number of pupils enrolled 
for the year, and of seven in the average attendance. Improvement was manifest in 
the work of the pupils. Eighteen children were in Standard One; nine, in Two ; 
three, in Three ; two in Four ; and three in Five. 
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At Greenspond. — The Registers showed an enrolment of forty-seven for quarter 
ending December, twenty-seven of these were present at the examination. The 
Reading of four, in Standard F'ive, was fair; dictation good; simple parsing, fair; 
Geography and Composition was up to the required standard. Five, in Standard 
Four, wrote well, read and spelt with ease'and accuracy, and workel Proportion and 
Bills of Parcels correctly ; six in Standard Three were well acquainted with the first 
four Rules of Arithmetic, wrot« very neatly in Copy Books, and gave a good account 
of themselves in Reading and Spelling. The lower classes were well looked afterand 
were making satisfactory progress in their work. The order and discipline were good. 
The teacher exercised tact and ability in dealing with her pupils. A new porch has 
been attached to the building which has been painted and is in good repair. New 
Blackboards are required. 

Wesleyville.— Within the last few years matters have much improved in this 
school. Forty-eight pupils were in attendance during the year ; thirty-two were 
present on the day of my visit. I examined all classes carefully and found Reading 
and Spelling to be in advance of other subjects. Arithmetic was weak. Four pupils 
who read very nicely in Standard Four, and wrote correctly from Dictation, failed to 
work a Long Division sum. It is but fair to say that this class was made up of 
children who had been absent the greater part of the summer. Six in Standard Three 
pleased me ; five, in Standard Two, did their work satisfactorily, while the lower 
Standards were well looked after. The order and discipline were excellent. The room 
is comfortable and is fairly well supplied with necessary apparatus for teaching 
elementary subjects. 

DISTRICT OF TWILLINGATE,. 

Board ok Educ^atiox — Staff-Captain Morris, Chairman ; Ensign T. 
Pitcher, Ensign Bisliop, P. Philips, J. J. Manuel.

The following schools in this District were in operation during the year. 

Twillingate.— I visited this school before the pupils had quite settled down to work 
after their summer vacation. Only thirteen were then in attendance. The average 
for the year was nineteen. Three of thtse were in Standard Five in which they 
read fairly well, but were not equal to the work in other subjects given in 
Schedule G., Ed. Act 11K)8 Three pupils in Standard Three worked Long Division 
and Multiplication correctly, wrote fair composition, and were doing very satisfactory 
work. Three in Standard Two, and four in One, were about the average. The 
room is comfortable, fairly well supplied with furniture, but too narrow to admit of 
proper arrangement of the classes. 

Moreton's Harbor. — Three in Standard Five ; six, in Four ; eight, in Three ; five, in 
Two, and eleven in One is the classification of the pupils of this school. There has 
been an increase of sixteen on the roll during the year, and of three in the average 
attendance. The school work is of a good standard, the teacher is capable and en- 
thusiastic, and educational matters here have made a fresh start. 

Exploits.— Thirty- two pupils in attendance pleased me with their work, both 
written and oral. The First and Second classes wrote a ditticult piece of Dictation 
with neatness and accuracy, parsed a simple sentence correctly, knew the Geography 
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of Newfoundland, read and spelled well, and worked Simple Problems in Interest 
and Proportion with intelligence. In the lower Standards also the work was 
thorough. The Log-book was neatly kept, the Registers well looked after. I con- 
gratulated the teacher on her work. 

Triton.— The regular teacher was laid off by illness, at the ti»ne of my visit. Her 
place was filled by a satisfactory substitute. I found her busy attending to seventeen 
pupils. One girl who read in Standard Five could work Simple Problems in 
Proportion and Weights and Measures, tell the parts of speech of a simple sentence, 
and knew the countries and capitals of Europe. Two boys reading in Standard Four 
failed to work correctly a simple sum in Multiplcation. Two in Standard Three 
knew their work well, as did the ones in the lower Standards. The room is small 
but comfortable. A Log-book is needed, and a few more desks to enable the pupils 
to work in comfort. Four pupils only were using Copy Books. 

At Pilley's Island. — The average attendance for the yeat ending 30th June, 1906, 
was thirty-five. The scholars were properly classified, the classes well arranged, and 
the discipline and order excellent. Noticeable progress has been made in Reading, 
Elementary (Trammar and (reography, Composition and Letter- Writing. Some 
alterations have been made in the building which improved its appearance as well 
as added to the comfort of both pupils and teacher. For the classification of pupils 
and subjects studied, see Table V. 

At Tilt Cove.— The school is always full. The number under tuition during the 
year was seventy, tlie average attendiince forty-seven. The subjects pursued were 
Reading, Spelling. Ctjmposition, English Grammer, Geography, English History, 
Freehand Drawing, Algebra and Needlework in all of which the Fii-st Class of eight 
passed a very creditable examination. The other classes in their respective Standards 
did equally well ; order and discipline were very good. 

SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 

Board ok Education. — Brigadier Glover, Chairman ; Adjt. I. Sparks, 

P^nsign W. Lamont, AV. Foote, J. Gosling. 

The total number of pupils enrolled in the four schools in operation in this 
District during the year was one hundred and seventy, a decrease of twenty-eight of 
the preceeding year. The schools are as follows : 

Bonne Bay.— Glenburn School. I was pleased with the work done by the twenty- 
seven pupils who were presented for examination at this school. Two scholars in 
Standard Five, and three, in Four, parsed and analysed simple sentences, worked 
Proportion, Interest and Bills of Parcels, were well acquainted with the Geography 
of Newfoundland and North America, and were familiar with the principal events in 
the Roman and Norman periods of English History, while the Exercise, Copy and 
Drawing Books were pictures of neatness. Six pupils in Standard Three did Long 
Division correctly, wrote from dictation, read with distinctness, and in their be- 
liaviour were orderly and quiet. The other classes were receiving a due share of 
Attention. The room is comfortable. A supply of Maps and Blackboards is needed. 
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At Seal Cove. — The average attendance for the year was fourteen, only two were 
beyond Standard Three. The teacher is enthusiastic and competent, but the 
irregular attendance of her scholars hinders the work of progress, which is a source 
of much trouble and annoyance to her. 

Fortune. — The order and discipline of the school were excellent. The work, 
although of an elementary character, was thoroughly done and I have rarely seen 
pupils so young acquit themselves so well. Thirty pupils were present, only two of 
whom were beyond Standard Three. On the day of my visit all the girls were busy 
sewing and some very good specimens of work, done by pupils, were on exhibition 
at the school. The room looks well and is supplied with the necessary apparatus for 
school work, but is too small for the needs of the place. 

Grand Bank. — The old school room was torn down and a new modern building, 
64 X 32, was in course of erection, and as a temporary measure, school was opened 
in the Hospital. The order and discipline of the school were weak, as it was im- 
possible to arrange the seats and desks in this building to save confusion and dis- 
order. Thirty-seven pupils were present, nine of whom were beyond Standard 
Three. It is difficult to classify scholars and arrange a school composed of pupils so 
diverse in attainments as I found here. Tw3 pupils from this school passed Primary 
in C. H. E. in June. Many young men attend in winter.
